The recent publicity in the State Jour- 
nal concerning the money that is being 
expended for the site of the proposed 
Veterans’ Memorial building, plus the 
statement ef the amount of money on 
hand in the building fund; prompts your 
Board of Police and Fire Commissioners to 
bring before you at least one of the most 
important needs of Lansing before any 
further money is spent on the above pro- 
ject.

This condition has been called to your at- 
tention for several years and we feel that 
the time has come to make a formal writ- 
ten request as a matter of record. 


We are suggesting a separate building 
away from the congestion of the City Hall. 
As a further suggestion we would recom- 
mend a complete Department of Justice 
Building, including the Police Department 
and three Circuit Court Rooms and the Mu- 
nicipal Court Room. We realize that this 
would run into a much larger expenditure 
than just a building to house the Police 
Department.

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Sir: 


May I call your attention to a situation, 
which I believe warrants consideration at 
this time? It has to do with parking 
restrictions and the enforcement thereof. 


In 1949 the streets of Lansing had 1,393 
parking meters in operation, all of them 
in the central business district. At that 
time four officers were assigned to the job 
on parking enforcement on three-wheel 

ikes. 


At this time there are 2,000 meters in 
operation, dispursed over a very wde area 
of the city, including west South street, 
and the 900 block of west Saginaw street. 


In the near future (this year) 410 more 
meters will be installed in areas throughout 
the city. This represents an increase of 
meter installations of 80% since 1949, with 
many of the installations in the outlying 
areas, making enforcement thereof more 
difficult. 


Street mileage has increased by annex- 
ation about 25 miles since 1949, and parking 
control by time limits has increased pro- 
portionately. 


With the overall increase of work load, 
and to assist in better parking control, may 
I_ respectfully urge you to consider one 
additional officer and three-wheel motor- 
cycle to augment the present personnel of 
4 now asigned to this function.
